Tenons in all Bauer Ladders are first dipped in carbolineum to poison the wood 
against fungus growth, then in an Aluminum Paint, made under our special for¬ 
mula, which seals the pores of the wood against moisture and retains the poison. 

COUNTERSUNK RUNG CONSTRUCTION 

increases the strength of the rungs 30%. This has been proven by scientific lab¬ 
oratory tests. All stress is placed on a bearing iVs inches in diameter. Usual ladder 
construction places this stress on a bearing ^3 inches in diameter. 

SPRING LOCKS 

of the most modern design are countersunk into the ladder beams in Bauer Ladders, 
and then securely rivetted to the beam. This method of fastening the locks to the 
beams greatly increases the strength of our product. 

CADMIUM PLATED HARDWARE 

Recently metallurgists have developed a method of coating metal with Cadmium 
to withstand rust and corrosion. Hardware plated with Cadmium will prove more 
efficient than that coated in other ways. All Hardware used on Bauer Ladders is 
Cadmium Plated. 


SANDED RUNGS 

All rungs used in Bauer Ladders are smoothly sanded second growth hickory. 
This method of finishing rungs adds materially to the appearance and salability of 
Bauer Ladders. 


SILVER TIPPED TENONS

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Safety Platform Outfit 


A ladder scaffolding outfit for use by painters, stuccoers, carpenters, etc. 

The standard outfit consists of two 24-ft. ladders, two 14-ft. planks and a 7-ft. gable ladder. 

The platform ladders are extension ladders with two folding platforms securely attached to the 
side rails of the supper section. 

The planks are so strengthened and stiffened by a steel cable truss that they will carry many times 
the weight an ordinary plank will. 

The complete outfit can be quickly and easily set by one man, and it has been proven in hun¬ 
dreds of tests that this outfit will save a painter from 20 to 40 per cent of his labor cost. 

Special extension platform ladders are made in lengths of 28 and 32 feet.
